Soy  Beans 

The  Soy  Bean  is  a  crop  of  interest  to  all  classes  of 
farmers,  and  is  bound  to  establish  itself  as  one  of  the 
most  valuable  additions  to  American  agriculture.  No 

crop  has  gained  popularity 
as  rapidly  as  Soy  Beans. 
On  land  too  poor  to  grow 
clovers.
